A mild-looking, quiet-voiced, slenderly-built man of fifty, who 
looks more like a University don than a soldier, has just been given, the 


trickiest military intelligence job ever conceived.

He is Major-General Sir Terence Sydney Airey, KCMG, CB, CBE, who has he- 


satellite armies. 


He is no stranger te intcgrat- 
ed Allied commands, in which 
he has teken a leading part 
since 1043. Commissioned — in 
the Durham Light Uifantry in 
1919. he was a captain in 1933 
and a major at the oulbreak of 
World War Il when he was an 
ingiructor_ at the Staff College. 

In the Middle Enst he work- 
ed in the Mberatisn of Abys- 
sinin and ulso served as director 
of special cperations st General 
Headquarters in Cairo before 
becoming -the Force's Dircctor 
of Miktary Intelligence in 1942, 
with the rank of Brigadier. 

When Field-Marshal — . Vis- 
count Alexander, avha vas 
then Communder-in-Chief 
MEF. was called by General 
Eisenhower to French North
